The Friends of the Wasatch 
Mountain State Park and Legacy 
Foundation sponsored a community 
day Jan. 6, with discounted trail pass- 
es. Locals escaped the cold weather 
and celebrated inside the lodge with 
free food, drinks and live music. 

The lodge is composed of aged 
trestlewood, with visible minerals 
from it’s nearly 100 years in the 
Great Salt Lake. The large main 
room overlooks the venue’s trails, 
and slate flooring accents the walls 
painted in rust, sage and yellow 
earth tones. A photographic, histori- 
cal display is planned to adorn the 
walls. 

Rental facilities for cross-country 
ski equipment and snowshoes will be 
on-site. Both the 5,300-square-foot 
first floor and the 5,500-square-foot 
lower level will have multiple rest- 
room facilities. Snacks and bever- 
ages will be available for weary 
skiers. 

The lodge’s youth group program 
offers equipment, a lesson and trail use 
for $2 per child. The facility may be 
reserved for evening festivities for $500. 
Non-profit groups may use the lodge at 
no charge, except for cleanup fees.
